Godliness is profitable unto 
all things and if so advantageous to 1 
to him at home, how much more so. 
when abroad 



Those who bear an indifferent char- 
acter are seldom wanted at any price. 
Hut so great is the demand in com- 
mercial life for young men who are 
pious and trustworthy, that when, 
for any cause beyond their control, 
they lose their positions, they seldom 
re nain idle very long. Those of yoh 
who are conversant with the history 
ot brother George, know that his ex- 
perience on this line corroborates 
these statements. He crijoyed the 
I ive and confidence of hisemployrers, 
n >t solely liccause he was an energet- 
ic and skilled workman, but because 
of his religious character. He was 
not ashamed of Jesus when among 
his fellow associates in business.

time, than any other one thing This 
faculty ol correct judgment can be 
cultivated, and is acquired only by 
those who put their minds Into their 
work, nnd make themselves familiar 
not only with the piesent condition 
of their ciops, but also with the gen- 
eral laws and condition of plant 
growth. This is jieihaps one reason 
why so few farmers ate successful who 
liegin farming late in life, and try to 
farm by rule. 

No other man is called on so often 
to change his plan of operations as 
the farmer, for in no other calling are 
there so many exceptions to general 
rules, and so many conditions vitally 
affecting the results ol the year which 
are entirely beyond control, and often 
cannot be foretold n day in advance. 

There is a liest time to do every- 
thing. and the nearer we can come to 
doing our work at that time thegreat- 
er our success and the moie pleasant 
will our work lie. In order that he 
may know what to do the farmer 
should personally inspect every part 
of his farm often, and know just the 
condition of his crops. This is es- 
pecially true where there are diversi 
fieri products, but it applies also near- 
ly all the work of the farm. We have 
known farmers plan to to put 
in a week or two soon after haruest in 
drawing out manure to the field, and 
to liegin the work under very favora- 
ble conditions, the manure dry and 
comparatively light to handle, and 
the land solid so that full loads could 
be easily drawn out by the team and 
without any damage to the land. Alt- 
er one or two days there conies a 
heavy rain. Now, each ton of ma- 
nure holds several hundred pounds of 
water, the wheels cut down, making 
heavy work lor the team and causing 
the land to plow up rough and clod- 
dy, and this is the golden opportuni- 
ty to plow; the land turns up moist 
and mellow, the rain has cooled the 
air so that the horses can work stead- 
ily all day with ease. Yet under pre- 
cisely these conditions we haveknown 
farmers to keep on laboriously draw- 
ing manure through the mud, and a 
week or two later, with mercury at 95 
degrees and the land dry and hard, 
they were over-working their teams 
to plow indifferently half as much 
land in a day as they could have 
plowed perfectly and with ease under 
the favorable conditions for this work 
which might have been taken advan- 
tage of. 

One farmer will pulverize his wheat 
land each day as he plows, when it 
will crumble at a touch, and when a 
man and team can prepare an acre in 
an hour: another leaves his field to 
dry and bake into clods, and must 
spend three times as much labor to 
produce an inferior seed bed. 

We have written on this subject for 
the reason that we recently spent sev- 
eral days on a farm where quite a va- ' 
riety of products are grown, and were 
much interested in the management 
at a most critical time. Flooding rains 
had fallen so that nothing could be , 
done for a week, and as the entire 1 
spring has lieen wet and backward all 
the work of the farm was in a back- 
ward state. Kvery foot of cultivated , 
laud on the farm needed work just as 1 
soon as it would do to stir, and on 1 
much of it if neglected for just a day 1 
or two longer the crop could scarcely * 
lie saved.
